To Hivi A SWARM or BEES.—Take a 


long jo!e and make the small end bulky 
by wrapping paper around it, making it 
about as thick as a man's arm, and half 
as long; then bind a black cloth around 
it and secure it with a cord, then when 
the bees are swarming, as soon as they at- 
tempt to settle, put that end of the pole in 
the place where they are about lighting, 
and usually they settle on it immediately, 
but should they persist in settling on the 
limb, or whatever it is, jar it so as to dis- 
turb them, and they will- leave it for the 
pole; then lay it gently down and set the 
hive over them.

Andrew Johnson grows steadily in pub- 


lic confidence and esteem, in spite of the 
injustice "done to the country as well us to 
him in compelling him to inake off-hand 
responses to two or three elaborate address- 
es per day, intended to enlighten him as 
to his duties as well as with regard to the 
importance and iaflnenco of those who 
make him the target of their orations. 
He was so recently inducted into his great 
trust that he must bear these infliciions 
for the moment; but we feel confident 
that his complaisance is very nearly ex 
hausted, so that he will very soon nsic his 
haranguers to give him a cfianee to attend 
to his business by minding their own. 
He is firm, though courteous, and will not 
allow time that belongs to the public t-i be 
bored away much longer. 
. Mr. Johnson has some rare qualifica- 
tions for the vast responsibilities so sud- 
denly thrust upon him . In the firet place, 
it will not be easy to expose him to preju- 
dice ns a " Yaakee." Ho is a Southerner 
born .and bred; he never lived in a Free 
State till he 'made one fre^ for himself: 
and it will be difficult to make the Poor 
Whites of the South believe him their nat- 
ural implacable foe. It will be up-hill 
work to diffuse a belief that he is keeping 
up the war on purpose, to enrich Eastern 
manufacturers. Having always boon a 
democrat, it will be a job to indnse any 
Irishman to oppose him in the interest of 
" Democracy." Since he has always vot- 
ed against Protective duties, it will bn hard 
to induce a general belief that ho is fight- 
ing to secure inhanecd imposts, llavinc 
always till now voted and acted as thousft 
Blacks had no rights which Whites are 
bound to respect, it is no light task to con- 
vince the public that he is lured from the 
path of peace by " nigger worship '' " nig- 
ger on the brain," or anything'out of that 
shop. In short, he is in a position to 
stand well with a majority of our people, 
and we trust he will. 


But more, he knows the Rebellion, egg 


and bird; its incitements, its pretests, its 
leaders, their objects and their hopes. He 
knows how far the South has keen pervert- 
ed or tainted by that Rebellion, nnd where- 
in it is safe to temper justice and mercy. 
And when he — ia a proclamation or other- 
wise—shall set forth the extent to which 
he will grant amnesty, and wherein he 
must insist that the law shall take its 
course, there will be avcry general dispos- 
ition to acquiesce in his conditions and lim- 
itations, in the firm belief that ho knows 
what is necessary in the premises, and 
will. bo as rigorous as he mu;t. anil no 
more so.

How TO GET EARLT TOMATOES. — Mrs. E.

A good large turnip_ is far better than 


any hot bed for propagating earl v tomatoes. 
Cut off the top, and scoop out 'to a sh»l! 
three-quarters of an inch thick. Fill the cuv- 
ity with rich mould, plant a half a dozen 
seed*, and place the turnip in a bos of 
loam. Keep m a warm room, by an east 
window if possible, and sprinkle with tepid 
water every day until there i, no longer 
any danger from frost, then remove the 
turnip to the out door lied, acd thin out 
all but one plant. Should the turnip shell 
put out roots, pinch them off, end the shell 
will soon rot, affording a fertilizer to the 
tomatoe plant, that will _send it ahead won- 
derfully. . A dozen turnips thui (omatoized 
will afford an abundant supply of torn a- 
tow for an ot<lin wy family.

The General Order from Gen. Schofield 


seitles the question of slavery as far as 
North Cw-olina is concerned, and we hope 
to hear no more of it. And we are glad 
to see, too, that these people are given to 
understand that they will not be encour- 
aged in idleness by the Government au- 
thor! tie.', but that they are ezpected to 
earn a living by toil, as the white people 
do. Gen. Schofield also advises the for- 
mer _ownerj of these negroes to retain their 
service? at fair rennmeration, and tho lat- 
ter to remain at their former homes if they 
are wanted. In a short time we believe 
that thia system will be found to work to 
the advantage of both parties, and that 
pnr people generally, will be satisfied with 
it.., Wo have known, for some time, that 
there wan no return to the Union and no 
chance of peace but in the abandonment 
of slavery ; for the people of the South, as 
well as those of tho North, are determined 
that tH* vexed question shall never be al- 
lowed again to disturb the national coun- 
cils or lead to fratricidal strife. 


Those of our people who would still 


cling tu the institution of slavery must ac- 
cept the situation as they find it, and not 
as they would have it; and if the people 
of North Carolina would act wisely they 
will make all possible haste to ask road- 
mission to tho Union without slavery. 


A Ilclic from the Ruins. 


The Richmond Whi<i says: 
" Among the most valuable works of 


art which were destroyed by the lato fire 
in this city, wag the superb masonic statue 
of Washington, which was made in Italy 
by Powers, the celebrated sculptor, for 
Lodge No. 4, of Fredericksburg, where 
the distinguished horo and statesman was 
initiated into the arts and mysteries of 
Masonry. 
The marble from which the 


ftatue v.as aiado was of the purest char- 
acter, and upon which, scarcely a colored 
epot was perceptible, while in point of ar- 
tistic execution it is believed never to have 
been excelled. 
Since the first occupation 


of Fredericksburg by tho United States 
troops, afct-r the breaking out of the warj 
this statue has been in Richmond, and 
'.Then received hero was put on exhibition 
lit the marble saloon of Mr. John Davies, 
on Ninth street, -where it for some time at- 
tracted crowds of admiring spectators 
from all parts of the South. 


" Subsequently, when Mr. Davis was re- 


quired to %-r.catc to the Confederate Gov- 
ernment his saloon in tho Mechanics' In- 
stitute buildii g, the statute was by his or- 
der and under his immediate superintend- 
ence, inclosed in the original box in which 
it was contained when sent from Italy, and 
afterwards incased in slabs of granite, EO- 
curely bound around with iron, in order to 
more securely preserve it from harm. It 
was then transferred to an out-house to 
the right of tho Institute, whore it remain- 
ed up to the time it was destroyed by the 
fire. The effect of tho fire has rendered it 
entirely worthless, and fragments are now 
scattered some distance around. The fea- 
tures and limbs aro almost crushed to pow- 
der, but the body still remains imbedded 
in tho rubbish, with about half of it pro- 
truding from beneath. Numbers of per- 
sons have secured pieces from it, as relics 
of the fate and fall ot Richmond." 


IIou- TO MAKE A BARNYARD.—The best 


way, in my opinion, to form a barnyard for 
the preservation of manure, withoutits be- 
coming muddy where the ground is higher 
than some of its surrounding parts, is to 
plough and scrape from the centre to the 
outside, making a gradual descent from 
the outside to the centre. Let the fall be 
one-half feet in ten, and falling a little 
m-jre as yr,u near the centre. Dig a drain 
from the centre to some suitable place 
without tho yard, where you can construct 
avotto put in leaves, sods, muck, etc:, 
that will absorb and retain the liquor from 
the yard. The bottom and sides may be 
formed of plank, or may be more substan- 
tially buiit of etone and mortar. The top 
of tho vat should be made so as to guard 
against rains and surface water as much 
as possible. The drain should fall consid- 
erably, and should be made of plank, 
eight inches high, and one foot wide in- 
side. The head of the drain should be 
covered with a good strong iron grate.' 
The yard ought to be well paved with cob- 
ble etone, and with a little pains you can 
always have a dry yard. The water from 
the barn and sheds, should never be allow- 
ed to run into the yard, but should be car- 
ried by good.eave troughs to a large" oil-

tleman, a cultivated gentleman, or a south- 
ern gentleman. This is done sometimes 


r1ts-nice::di«inoonr8ome- 
times, however, it is dona by pawns who 
evidently giye a particular meaning to the 
*«nn; ot ^hiclunnndi to say a ftw word*, 
A gentleman is, according to some, a man 
pure, unselfish, faithful, sober, honest, 
honorable, charitable, humane ; according 
to some others, a, gentleman is a person 
who has received a collegia!* education, 
and enough lessons in deportment from a 
dancing master to make him at .ease in1 so- 
ciety. Some think of Col. Newcome as a 
gentleman, others of Major Pandennis. 
. Now a dispute about the meaning of a 
word is likely to be endless. A;word has 
the meaning which general custom applies 
to it. "Clever " means In one part of the 
country dextrous or skillful, : in another, 
foolishly goodnatured. So the term gen- 
tleman seems to mean with some a man 
of honor, and with some simply a person 
of smooth and polished eitenor. We^do 
not intend to quarrel with the latter, or to 
charge them with misusing a word; but 
we think it useful to point out their mean- 
ing. When they speak of the rebel lead- 
ers as gentlemen, they'infe'nd to say only 
that these persons have the good fortune to 
bo decently educated and easy mannered ; 
no moro. 
- 


There ia a once common phrase which 


will help us to point this distinction— it 
was a custom to speak of a man as "a gen- 
tleman and a scholar." This supposed 
that he might be a gentleman, and yet 
have sm all knowledge of books. So those 
who now term the chief rebels gentlemen 
evidently need some qualifying adjective 
todenotc tfjp real character of tho person 
spoken of, nnd this ought to be added. 
Thus Gen. P. T. O. Beauregard should be 
called "a gentleman and a liar ;" the 
Hon. Wigfall, of Texas, u "* gentleman 
and a swindler," or "• a gentleman and a 
murderer';" the late John B. Floyd was " a 
gentleman and a thief;" Governor Letch- 
"a gentleman and a drunkard;"; 


Jeff. Davis is " a gentleman and a bank 
robber ;" Piokens, of South Carolina, who 
"v. as born insensible to fear," might be 
called " a gentleman and a fool -," Gover- 
nor Wise, of Virginia, is " a gentleman 
and a braggart." 
• 


Then there ia Benjamin, whom his Yale 


College friends would call a gentleman 
and a pickpocket ; George N. Sanders, 
who is a gentleman and a defaulter; Gen. 
Forrest, a gentleman and a out-throat ; 
John Morgan, a gentleman and a horse- 
thief. Then there is Gen. Lee, who is a 
gentleman and a deserter, or a gentleman 
and a perjurer ; or, remembering that un- 
der his eye and by his connivance thous- 
ands of his countrymen were tortured to 
death by starvation and eiposnre at Belle 
Isle, Gen. Lee might appropriately b« call- 
ed a gentleman and a torturer, or a gen- 
tleman and an executioner— just as WiTkes 
Booth would be called a gentleman and 
an assassin. Gen. Winder was a gentle- 
man and a brute ; Gen. Breckenridgc, 
who set fire to Richmond, is a gentleman 
and u house burner ; Capt. Semmes is a 
gentleman and a pirate; and anyone who 
has seen the scars on the backs of colored 
women in South Carolina will naturally 
think of a cotton planter as a gentleman 
and a woman-whipper. 


If we go from particulars to generals, we 


may apeak of any one of the rebel leaders 
as a gentleman and a traitor, a gentleman 
and a perjurer, or, to put it mildly, a gen- 
tleman and a fugitive from justice. Only, 
if we thus indiscriminately apply a term 
like this, it will soon cease to b« thought 
complimentary; and a man of honor will 
presently think it an affront to be called a 
gentleman, as in Kentucky it used to ba 
thought slanderous to call a man an indi- 
vidual. It is not to be denied, however, 
that the people who make this use of tho 
word have some authority for their prac- 
tice. 


When Hicks.fthe pirate, aman who had 


not elain so many men as Lee or Davis, 
who had never massacred a garrison in 
cold blood like Forrest, and had never as- 
sisted to starve men to death, but who 
was nevertheless a hardened ruffian, when 
this Hicks was hanged on Bedloe's Island 
in our hnrbor, some years ago, Marshal 
Rynders, who superintended that opera- 
tion, was seen by the assembly of witnes- 
ses to approach the gallows and converse 
for a moment with the culprit, who stood 
there with the rope around his neck. Then 
Mr. Ryndcrs walked up to the lookers-oa, 
and si>.id, pointing towards Hicks, "I ask- 
ed tho gentleman if he desired to address 
the audience, but ho declined." Where- 
upon, after a momentary pause, the excel- 
lent Marshal gave tho signal, and Hickj 
was swung off.

Davis, or Lee, or Beauregard, or Letcher, 
or Hunter, or Faulkner, or Brown, or 
Vanco, or Harris, or Slidell, or Benjamin, 
a gentleman, we advise him to cite the 
practice of Marshal Rynders and the As- 
sassin, in justification.

THE CUT WORM.— Colonel Wm. S. Cuy- 


ler, of Rochester, formerly of Cnylervilfe. 
furnishes the Rural New Yorker with his 
method of heading off tho cut worm. Mr. 
Cuyler says : 
> 
" I bavc just read a treatise on tobacco 


culture, from which I learn that one of the 
many troubles in growing the crop is from 
the common brown cut worm, so destruc- 
tive to cabbage plants when first set out" 
and corn when young. Now, a sure pre- 
ventive from the worm eating the cab- 
bage plant is to- procure hickory leaves 
from our common hickary trees, and wrap 
a leaf around each plant when set out, so 
that some of the leaf will be above ground 
and some below, having the middle of the 
leaf about even with the ground. This if 
easily and quickly done, as BO tying ii 
necessary. I havo tried this plan for over 
twenty-five years in raiting cabbage in 
ground that was as full ef cat worms as ii 
well could be. I never lost a cabbage 
when thus protected, but always did when 
this preventive was not applied. Thus 
doing EO with the cabbage, why not so with 
the tobacco plant? The same worm be* 
ing destructive to both, I should think the 
tho same preventive would answer ' both 
plants. I hope some of the tobacco grow- 
ers will try it this season, and let the pubr 
Ho know the results through your paper."
